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THE CABINET COUNCIL 


A Baskettul of Appointments Ready for 
7 The Senate, 
Wasninoton, D. C., March 10.—The 

met promptiy at noon. All the members 
Were present. 1tis understood that the ses- 
Bion was devoted almost entirely to the con- 
Bideration of federal appointments, It Is as- 
Berted good authority that each member of 
the cabinet submitted alist ofthe appoint- 
ments in his department, held to be essential 
tothe administration of the public business 
under the present regime. The list, it is un- 
cerstood, inc] y 8 ilices- in which 
a change was desirable at once, in order that 
the new secretaries might discharge the duties 
oi their offices without the least friction or 
embarrassment. The deliberations of the cab- 
inet to-day will probably result in a long list 
of nominations being sent to the senate by 
the president to-morrow. At the close of the 
cabinet meeting, the president held a public 
reception which lasted over an hour. 

There was a slight falling off in the number 
0! callers at the white house to-day, due to 
the fact that the president was engaged with 
his cabinet for two hours during the afternoon. 
Among those who saw th: president before 
noon were the Louisiana congressional delega- 
lio, Senators Brown, Palmer, Sabin, Mander- 
ben, \icPherson, Harris, Gorman and Chace; 
Speaker Carlisle, Representatives Spriggs, 
Greenleaf, Hopkins, Matson, Green, Hale, 
ikrmington and others. 

the department of state has received a dis- 
one from Mr. Kasson, Aimmerican minister at 

~rlin, stating that the new German tariff on 
agricuitural products, has passed,to take effect 
immediately. Under this law the following 
duties will be collected, viz: Upon wheat 
three marks, upon buckwheat one mark, upon 
berley one mark, per 100 kilos.

These are 
Henry C. Morton, of Ohio; J. S. Bolway, of 
Ohio; and W. R. Duke, of West Virginia, 
clerks, at $1,800, $1,600 and $1,400 per annum 
tespectively, and O. L. Judd, telegraph op- 
erator, who receives $1,400 per annum.

The First That Ever Tolled West of the Al- 
leghany Mountains, 

Sr. Lowrs, March 10.—Bishop Baltes, of Al- 
ton, lllinois, having given his consent, the old 
bell belonging to the Catholic church at Kra- 
kaskia, lJinois, some sixty miles south of here, 
and once the seat of the Spanish empire in the 
Mitsissippi valley, has been sent to the 
world’s exposition at New Orleans.

THE NEW PRESIDENT, 


HIS CAPACITY FOR PHYSICALA 
MENTAL ENDURANCE, 


How He Went Throngh the Terrible Ordeal 
insuguration Day—Some of His Strong Points 
~—How He Shakes Hands—Miss Cleve- 
land—Colonel Danlel Lamont. 


Wasuincton, March 10.—{Special.]—One of 
the many remarkable things about the new 
president is his power of physical endurance. 
He had a stout constitution to start with. This 
he has preservel and improved by his active 
and athletic habits of life. He was in early 
manhood fond of the society of congenial 
spirits and, to a degree, convival, but he has 
always ‘been remarkably regular in his habits. 
lis firx brawn and his excellent digestion 
are powers back of his imperturbability 
as well as his logical mind and his firm will. 


- Nature generally mates the qualities of physi- 


cal and mental composure. The very appear- 
ance of Mr. Cleveland on the day of his in- 
auguration inspired faith in the strength of his 
character. A serener man was perhaps never 
seen. He walked into the senate chamber as 
if he had performed the same act every day 
fora year past. He delivered his inaugural 
as if he were giving a daily report of the cendi- 
tion of the government. He went through the 


slow procession to the capitol, through the 
ceremonies attendant on the inauguration of 
both president and vice-president, and the 
long, tedious ride back to.the white house 
threugh the narrow aisle which was, with dif- 
ficulty, kept open in the “dense multitude of 
cheering sovereigns to whom he had to bow, 
right and left, as his tardy coach proceeded. 
Then he stood for nearly three hours review- 
ing the marching host, and when he finally 
entered the white house had to sit out 
an hour’s social service at the elaborate lunch 
prepared by the command of Mr. Arthur in 
honor of his successor. Then came the linger- 
ing horror of the inaugural ball with its ten 
thousand guests pushing and crowding around 
him, until 2 o’clock in the morning. There 
were fourteen hours of incessant strain upon 
mind and body—quite enough to lay out an 
ordinary man. The ordeal did not phase the 
president. He was in his office ready for 
work by 9 o’clock next morning, when, most 
of the men and women who had elbowed 
each other, and creaned their necks to see him 
the night before were snoozing themselves to 
physical restoration. 

Dr. Lipscomb used to tell the boys at Athens 
that application was the best genius. Cleve- 
land is gifted with a genuine love of work. He 
is exhiiarated by the prospect of endurance 
and exertion, such as would distract a more 
rerycus nature.

and that he is capable of enduring the severe 
ences of this kind which are in store for 
Only those fortunete mortals who have 
the multitude to run after them and 
scramble for the privilege of shaking their 
hands can realize how exhausting 
process becomes after an hour or 
two of constant application. The hvrde 
of whigs who came in triumph to Washington 
in *41 literally shook the life out of old Genera! 
Harrieon. President Cleveland is gving to 
stand the assaults of the handshekers. A New 
York congressman told me that when Cleve- 
land was inaugurated as governor a great host 
cf Buffalo people who knew him well came 
down to see him swornin. At the reception 
which followed they did not feel the restraints 
which were natural to the other guests, 
but felt free to infuse a degree of 
cordislity in their congratulations which 
would not have been proper in merely formal 
congratulators. Accordingly, when the great 
Buffalo delegation came up, every fellow in it 
threw his hand into that of the governor’s with 
a pop that could be heard across the room, and 
gave him a sort of “Got there Eli!’ shake and 
squeeze. The evident genuineness of this de- 
monstration gratified Mr. Cleveland very much 
but when he went to his bedroom he found 
that the fingers of his right hand were blister- 
ed and swollen sothat a poultice had to be 
applied before he could sleep. Nobody has 
displeyed such muscular appreciation of his 
elevation to the presidency, but the many 
thousand times he has shaken hands since 
last Wednesday would have knocked all the 
vitality out of a less vigorous constitution. 

One of Mr, Arthur’s social See ge ok 
was his way of shaking hands. He claimed 
to have found an ingenious method to avoid 
the exhaustion of that exercise and yet pre- 
serve the appearance of cordiality. It was by 
some physical economy of resistance which 
enabled his strength to last longer. 
Mr. Arthur allowed the other fellow to do the 
ehakipg while he merely supplied the hand. 
Mr. Cleveland seems to me totake an equal 
partnership in the transaction. He shakes as 
well as the citizen who does him the honor to 
eeek this privilege. His hands are short and 
thick, noticeable neither for hardness nor soft- 
ness and rather unhandsome. 

The president’s manner’s are positive, 
but} there is a blunt cordiality in them 
which contrasts strikingly with Mr. Arthur’s 
cold euavity, with Garfield’s gush and with 
Mr. Hayes’s provincial familiarity. 

Men of great firmness are often pleasing, 
and sometimes even magnetic in their address. 
Andrew Jackson, the sternest of all the presi- 
dents, was one of the most afltable of them all 
in his socia] address, and as little as one would 
think it from the history and character of the 
man, he is said to have been acarpet knight, 
as well as the fiery soldier and the iron- 
willed statesman. ite was graceful and fasci- 
nating to a rare degree. 

Miss Cleveland is a tall, slender lady of the 
blonde type, with grey eyes and clear-cut 
features, expressive of intellect and firmness. 
She wears short hair. 

MR. DANIEL LAMONT, 
the president’s private secretary, is a trim 
man of small steture and rather military 
bearing. One of the proofs of Cleveland's 
sense is the selection of his triends and ad- 
visers. In Colonel Lamont he has a very 
valuable assistant. He is finely educated and 
possesses suflicient dignity to lift the office he 
Low fills-above the lowestimate into which the 
insignificance of his recent predecessors has 
caused it to fall. The private secretary of the 
president should not be merely a meek young 
man to sign pepers and occupy 
a rear seat in the presiden- 
tial box at the opera. He is in more 
intimate relations with the president than any 
member of the cabinet, and he ought tobe a 
man whose opinion and advice are worth 
something. Such is Mr. Lamont. Thesalary 
of his office was made for men like Rogers, 
who borrowed money to get to Washington 
and serve Hayes. It1s only $3,250 whereas 
Lamont received $4,000 as secretary of the 
eovernor of New York. Hehas been a con- 
siderable politician in that state aud his 
name is connected with the next democratic 
nomination governor in & rumor 
row current. There is nothing in that report. 
President Cleveland will need the services of 
Colonel Lamont for four years to come, and 
any plan for the candidacy of bis | private sec- 
retary for the governorship of New York 
would not meet the approval oi- either tae 
president or the secretary.

A DOCTOR’S DEVICE. 


By Which he Used a Corpse to Swindle an 
Insurance Company. 

Des Moines, March 10.—Dr. Eli Quigley, 
under two indictments for grave-robbery and 
arson, has broken jail at Mount Ayr and is still 
atlarge.. While the turnkey was passing in 
food tothe prisoners, Quigley succeeded in 
pushing him behind a heavy iron door and 
squeezing him until nearly helpless. Quigley 
then pushed the turnkey fall and escaped 
in the darkness. A reward is offered for his 
arrest. The story of thecrime for which Dr. 
(Quigley was imprisoned is as follows: 

A fire was discovered in his office at Red- 
dipg,la., July 16,1883, and the partially 
burned body of a dead man was found on a cot 
which was ablaze. At first it was thought to 
be the body of Dr. Quigley, but an examina- 
tion of it proved to be the headless trunk of 
the partly decomposed body of a man named 
Lynch, who died and was buried early in 
‘June. Further investigation revealed that 
Dr. Quigley had disappeared and that 
he had his life insurance, policies of $16,000 
taken out within a year, and the conclusion 
was reached that Lyheh’s grave had been 
robbed, his body placed in Dr. Quigley’s office 
and the premises fired in furtherance of a 
scheme to swindle the insurance companies.

LABOR AT WAR. 


MISSOURI 


RAILROAD MEN 
THE STRIKE. 


And Freights From Ulinois Through Missouri to 
" Zexes are Paralyzed—Sundreds of En- 
gines Killed—The Workmen Defi- 
ant ~— Troops Called Out. 


JOIN 


St. Lovrs, March 10.—The employes of 
the Missouri Pacific railroad in St. Louis are 
still at work, and say they have ne present in- 
tention ef striking. The men discuss the sit- 
uation very closely, and it is believed 
the departure of the greater part of 
the militia of the city for Sedalia 
has had the effect of encouraging the strikers. 
The Missouri Pacific is retusing treight, and 
is discharging or suspending many employes 
not connected with the strike. Some of the 
Wabash men are on a strike here,and others 
say they willstrike. It is said that the Mis- 
souri Pacific company has hired a number of 
Pinkerton’s detectives and sent them to Seda- 
lia armed with Winchester rifles, to protect 
property until the troops arrive. . 

Governor Marmaduke has called the militia 


here to go to Sedalia, Mo., to aid in repressin 

the trouble likely to arise there to-day out o 
the railroad strike. About 150 officers and 
men left here on a special train this morning, 
and will arrive at Sedalia at two o’clock this 
evening. 

A special from Sedalia to the Post-Dispatch 
SAYS: 

an is still quiet here among the strikers, but 
afiairs arecritical. The strikers are nowin session 
draiting a procemetion that they will keep the 
peace atalihazards. They are embittered because 
thirty Pinkerton detectives have arrived who are 
hired by the railroadcompany, Adjutant-General 
Jameson had a conference with the strikers aud 
informed them that they must not prevent the 
trains from moying. The pay car arrived this 
morning but the strikers refused to 
receive their wages because they said that would 
sever their connection with the road, and besides 
the car was not due for five days. The rumor that 
the militia are coming aggravates the situation. 

A special to the Post-Dispatch from Jeffer- 
son City says Governor Marmaduke may go to 
Sedalia this evening. The St. Louis militia 
will be halted probably there until the gov- 
ernor receives the report from Adjutant 
General Jameson at Sedalia. A special from 
Moberly says the strikers are firm and are en- 
couraged by the news that the men on the 
lowa roads have struck. No disturbance so 
far. 

THE SITUATION IN SEDALIA. 

There are now over seventy engines in the 
roundhouse and yards in Sedalia, which have 
been killed by the strikers, and over ten miles 
of loaded freight carg on the side tracks. No 
passenger trains have yet been stopped, but 
no passengers have arrived in Sedalia from 
west of Kansas City, or south of Parsons, Kan- 
sas, since Sunday. 

The men, in great numbers, are about the 
railroad offices, defiant and positive in their 
position. Adjutant-General Jameson is here, 
in consultation with the citizens and the 
strikers. Not acar of freight has moved to- 
éay, and there is no likelihood of any bein 
moved. Business is almost at a standstill,an 
the outlook is gloomy. No riotous demonstra- 
tion, however, has been made. The strikers, 
though determined, have manifested no dis- 
position to destroy property. 

THE MEN DETERMINED IN MOBERLY. 

Notwithstanding the Missour: car and 
foundry company, who have leased the Wa 
bash railroad shops in Moberly and will here- 
alter conduct them, have announced that they 
are ready to receive applications for labor 
irrespective of past or existing troubles, not 
one of the men who struck some days ago 
and have since been idle have 
applied for work, although there 
is no doubt that they could obtain 
from the car company as much or even better 
weges than they demanded from the railroad 
company. They say that they wi!!l not resume 
work unti} the former weges ar: restored to 
every workman on the Erie, Ws ash system, 
and claim that they have advice. that by to- 
nightor to-morrow every wor .man on the 
Wabash road will be on a strike 

The strikers in Kansas city have decided to 
discontinue interference with the Wabash 
trains, fearing a conflict with the federal au- 
thorities, that road being in the hands of the 
United States court. A force of deputy mar- 
shals is now guarding that property. The 
mayor called a specialsession ofthe council 
to meet this afternoon. No freights are mov- 
ed on the Missouri Pacific. 

The Strike in Kansas, 

Torrka, Kan., March 10.—Governor Martin 
bas no intention of calling the militia on 
account of the Missouri Pacific railroad strike 
at Atchison. He has, however, telegraphed 
the members of the state board of raiiroad 
commissioners to meet him at Atchison to- 
morrow to endeavor to effect an arbitration of 
the strike. ; 

The Texas Pacific Strikes. 

Gatyrestoy, March 10.—The News’ special 
from Dallas says: 

The section hands here employed on the Texas 
Pacific railread struck this morning on invitation 
of couriers, who passed throughon ahand car. 
Thestrikers drew the fires from three engines. 
The company will attempt to recover the engines 
to morrow and begin’: moving a numberof idle 
trains. A call was issued to-night by the “Friends 
of Labor’ fora mass-meeting Thursday, for the 
object of raising funds to assist the strikers at 
other points, who are reported to be suffering for 
breadstuffs. Bloodshed is apprehended if the 
company attempts to move the trains with a small 
force.” 

The Palestine special to the Newssays: _ 

The yard and shops at this point are now in 
charge of Sheriff Davis and deputies,who took out 
several trains today. Thestrikers have been ex- 
cluded from the yard. 

At Marshall to-day the ogee | and city ofli- 
cials were notified by the railroad company 
that if the civil authorities do not pre- 
vent the stopping of trains, the company will 
hold the county liable for damages arising 
from the interruption of business. On the re- 
ceipt of the notice, County Judge Keller inter- 
viewed a cammittee of the strikers and was 
assured tHat no violence was contemplated.

About this time, or a little 
before, the New Orleans and Pacilic railroad 
company was organized. That company 
went before congress and insisted that the 
grant which had been made to the New Or.

| AN ORPHANS’ HOME. 


THE “APPLETON” CHURC4 HOME 
IN MACON, 


A Monument to Ite Generous Donor-—-Other Mention 
From Macon-The Female Dentist Nuisance— 
Baseball—Stewart Terns Up — The 
Council and Fire Department, 

Stag Oe, ‘ 

Macon, Ga., March 10.—[Special.]—A somewanat 
som ber looking building stands in a roomy encios- 
ure on Johnson street, just above St. Paul's Epis- 
copal church. The marble tablet fastened above 
the wide doors in front contains this legend: ‘‘The 
Appleton Church Home.’’ Tak ConsrircTion’s 
reporter visited the home to-day, and obtained 
some interesting information conceraing it. 

When asked to state the origin of the home, Sis- 
ter Margaret, the good lady iu charge, said that it 
owed its existence to the liberality of Mr."William 
H. Appleton, of New York, amember of the firm 
of D. Appleton & Co. Hegave $12,500 with which 
to purchase the groundsand erect the buildings, 
and probably about the same amountas au cn 
dowment. The building was begun in 1508, Dut 
was not completed until 187). Before its compie- 
tion, however, Sister Margaret moved in and began 
work. The institution was intended as a 
for orphan girls, and ‘that intention has 


her 
home 
been well carried out. 

The home is built of brick 
high. On the right, asthe hall is entered, 18 a 
neatly furnished reception parlor, containing 
many interesting bits of bric-a-brac and a number 
of portraits. On the left is the chapel. This. is 
nicely fitted up and containsa handsome orgau. 
Back of the parlor and chapel are the 
sitting room and work room of . the 
sisters. In the second story there are 
five rooms. Threeof these are used by the sisters 
as sleeping apartments, and the other two are 
large dormitories reseryed for the use of the orphan 
inmates. Everywhere the most scrupulous cleau- 
liness prevails. The floors look as if they had 
never been profaned by dusty or muddy feet, and 
the painted walls nowhere showed scratch 
or bloteh. The reporter entered the home 
unannounced, eo that there was no time ivr put 
ting things in order if they had been out of order, 
and what he saw may be seen upon any other day 
in the year. 

In enswer to questions, Sister Margaret said that 
the home could accommedate thirty orphans, but 
that there were only twenty-four now in the insti- 
tution. Some of these are cared for gratis, anda 
few pay part of their expenses.

Death as a genera! thing is met with regret, 
but a death occurred at 112 Walker street 
night before last which wil! be a source of 
much gratificdtion to the superstitious ele- 
mént of the colored race. 

Riley Benson has been a well known and 
prominent character among the Atlenta dar- 
kcys for the past ten years. He was an aged 
negro, and when death came to end his days 
night before last, ninety summers and winters 
had passed over his head.- Benson was a 
short, stout built negro. Hé was almost jet 
black, and when age gave his face an abund- 
ance of wrinkles and his hair and beard ~~

his appearance was almost repulsive. Since 
the war Benson has enjoyed his freedom in 
indolence and’ idleness, supporting himself by 
playing upon the superstitious ideas and no- 
lions of his race. Years ago he gained a rep- 
utation among his people tor putting a spell 
upon any one who fell under his displeasure. 
liis race believed that by a touch of the hand, 
a wish or look he could bring i!l luek or good 
luck to any one, and the result was that he 
was both feared and admired. He lived alone 
inasmall room. at 112 Walker street, and

NO ONE EVER ENTERED THAT ROOM, 
80 well was the secrets it contained guarded by 
the proprietor. All over the city Benson was 
known, and wherever he was known he was 
feared.
